Victor with Theme 
on Fla. Rattle 


Ruth Halation Cole, senior mem¬ 
ber of Phi Mu fraternity and ac¬ 
tive in many organizations on the 
Hollins campus* won the gold 
medal for the beat theme sub¬ 
mitted to the Florida History con¬ 
test. 

This contest was sponsored by 
the United Daughters of the Con¬ 
federacy of Florida. It was open 
to any Floridian who cared to 
write an essay of the “Battle of 
Olustee/' 

The purpose of the contest was 
to create interest In this hitherto 
very obscure battle of the Civil 
war and to show how much more 
ought to be thought of it by 
those still anxious to understand 
the military maneuvers of that 
struggle. 

The battle of Olustee was fought 
sometime during the spring of 
1863 in the vicinity of Qluatee, 
which is a small town near Jack¬ 
sonville, The battle was quite an 
important one for, had the Union 
forces been successful in the en¬ 
counter, they would have gained 
control of Florida through its 
principal city, Jacksonville. 

The gold medal is to be awarded 
in Jacksonville on October 17, by 
the president of the Florida Divis¬ 
ion of the U. b. C. The theme 
which was about 2.000 words long 
is to be put in pamphlet form and 
distributed to all the high schools 
throughout the state of Florida 
through the kindness of the Flor¬ 
ida Historical Society. It is hoped 
that this will stimulate interest 
among the students and arouse in 
them the desire to recreate Flor¬ 
ida- 1 ) living past and find what it 
contains. 


STUDENTS FROM 
11 COUNTRIES 
AND 27 STATES 

Florida Leads in En¬ 
rollment; N. Y, Is 
Second 


Although it has an enrollment 
of only 300 students, Rollins col¬ 
lege students come from 27 dif¬ 
ferent states, ten foreign countries. 
Porto Rico, and Hawaii, Dean 
Winslow S, Anderson has report¬ 
ed to President Hamilton Holt. 

Florida la represented by 148 
students this year, and the remain¬ 
ing SO per cunt come from outside 
the state, the statistics reveal. 
New York ranks second on the list, 
with 37 enrolled. Ohio is third 
with IB, North Carolina, Penn¬ 
sylvania, and Connecticut are tied 
for fourth place with seven each, 
and Illinois and Missouri are next 
in line with six each, 

Kentucky and Alabama arc each 
represented by five native sons 
or daughters ,and Wisconsin, Geor¬ 
gia, Michigan and New Jersey have 
four each, Mpine is represented by 
three, and the states with two 
represented each this year are 
New Hampshire, West Virginia, 
Iowa, Indiana, Virginia, Kansas 
and Colorado. Other states repre¬ 
sented by at least one student each 
are California, South Carolina, 
Nebraska and Rhode Island, 

Japan, with two students en¬ 
rolled, leads the foreign countries 
on the list, which also includes 
Hungary, Germany, Canada, Aus¬ 
tria, Switzerland, Russia, Syria, 
Italy and Cchechoslovakia. Most 
of the foreign students, it is an¬ 
nounced, are holders of exchange 
' fellowships appointed In cooper¬ 
ation with the Institute of Inter- 
i national Education.

Prexy and Students 
Parley Attitude of 
Open-mindedness 


The largo number of students 
and faculty members which turn¬ 
ed out for the first meeting of the 
Liberal eluh Monday evening, Oct¬ 
ober 14, in the economics room, 
proved to what a great extent Rol¬ 
lins is progressing in its campaign 
for "open-mindedness." 

Thu meeting was conducted un¬ 
der the efficient leadership of 
Mary Lee Korns who gave a sum¬ 
mary of thu eluhs. work during the 
preceding year. Nine meetings of 
the Liberal club were held in the 
first year of its existence. The 
topics Lor discussion at these 
meetings included religion, social¬ 
ism,. the race question, and liber¬ 
alism at Rollins. 

Miss Korns defined the organiza¬ 
tion as "a group having a com¬ 
mon interest centering around an 
iitLttmfe of open-mindedneas to¬ 
ward pertinent problems and hav¬ 
ing for its purpose an unprejudiced 
study and a free discussion of all 
aides of the question/' She em¬ 
phasised the fact that the Liber¬ 
al club waa run by means of in¬ 
formal arguments rather than 
formal debate and that student 
participation was emphasized by 
limiting faculty discussion. In 
abort, the Liberal club is an in¬ 
strument by which each student 
may take part in his own educa¬ 
tion. 

Dr. Holt gave the first speech 
of the evening. He took up the 
subject of liberalism as he had 
don? at the first meeting of the 
group last year, 

“Youth is essentially liberal or 
radical. We grow conservative as 
we grow old. Time checks enthus¬ 
iasm but not idealism, so you be¬ 
en me conservative in most lines of 
thought, yet you always remain 
radical in your chosen field- One 
gradually learns to accept, yet I 
would not give a cent for u young 
person who was not either liberal 
or rad leal. 

“Radicals can think hut cannot 
act. Thinking Is done by men who
